After being assured 
that no harm would be done her, she 
tremulously requested the Mayor to 
advise her how to proceed against 
men she said were responsible for 
her husband's death, and then 
folded the story of her experiences, 
beginning with March 20, 
Lemon was killed in her home. 

Husband Died in Cell. 

It will be remembered that her 
husband, John Campanella, who con- 
ducted a saloon and rooming house 
at 2005 Missouri -avenue, East St. 
Louis, died in his cell in the Kast St. 
Louis jail the night of March 25, and

that the East St. Louis City Council| 


has ordered the Board of Fire and 
Police Commissioners to make an in- 
vestigation of reports that Campa- 
nella’s death resulted from injuries 
suffered in the ordeal of the police 
“third degree.’ 

The police, as has been told, said 
Campanella hanged himself with his 
shirt from the bars of his cell. A cor- 
oner’s jury subsequently returned a 
verdict of suicide by hanging. 

It also has been told that an au- 
topsy, performed by Dr. Downey L. 
Harris, 4946 Parkview place, former 
city bacteriologist in St. Louis, re- 
vealed severe bruises to the face, 
head and body, and that death was 


caused by oedema of the brain, 
which could have resulted from 
blows on-the head. The autopsy 


disclosed no evidence of strangula- 
tion or blood congestion that would 
have been indicated had death been 
caused by hanging. 

Mrs. Campanella has a very lim- 
ited knowledge of English and began 
her story,through her son, Frank, 13 
years old,“a bright boy, who served 
as interpreter. But, apparently not 
impressed with the effect of the 
boy’s interpretation of her words 
upon the Mayor, Mrs. Campanella 
apologetically asked permission to 
tell her story, in English, hoping 
the Mayor would bear with her Iim-

“Which group will win out de- 
pends upon the degree to which the, 
industry is humanized. It is futile, 
however, to expect constructive ac- 
tion from groups, either of capital or 
labor, who have been long organ- 
ized on a war basis.

Many Sketches Are Effective.

Various problems of color, com- 
position and technique, some are 
effective that they might almost 
be ranked as works ofart. It should 
be remembered that these studies in 
most instances have been purposely 
kept free and sketchy, the effort be- 
ing to obtain broad, imaginative im- 
pressions and not to produce carefully 
finished paintings, The work of the 
painting classes may be divided 
roughly into four groups of land- 
scape, portrait, figure and still life 
com positions. 

As should be expected, many of 
the studies reflect the style of the 
school’s instructors, particularly the 
landscapes and figures. Among the 
latter a sketch of a girl's head by P. 
K. Smith, has been singled out for 
espcially favorable comment by rea- 
son of its clear color and spirited 
pose. Several studies of the nude 
figure by the same student show a 
good command of brush drawing 
and clean, fresh color. Among other 
painting studies which show prom- 
ise are figures by Helen Beccard 
and Fred Conway, several landscape 
compositions by Robert Wright and 
a head by Warren Ludwig. Sul 
life painting, long a favorite In ar 
schools because of the training it af- 
fords in composition, color and tex- 
ture, is well represented in the pres- 
ent collection, some of the contribu- 
tors being Marion Sikking, Virginia 
Moberly and Harry Schleuter. 

Harold Pirie’s numerous smal! pic- 
tures, one representing the New 
York sky line, others on mountain 
or sylvan themes, show decidedly the 
influence of one of the instructors, 
F. G. Carpenter. Some of the other 
contributors to the exhibition have 
followed the widely different style 
of E. H. Wuerpel. 

Commercial Work Exhibit. 

The highest degree of technica! 
finish is perhaps to be seen in the 
commercial work, of which a great 
prafusion is shown, itn beth black 
and white and color. There are book 
decorations and illustrations, larouts 
for magazine advertising. magazine 
and booklet covers, calendars, dis- 
play stands, posters and mechanica! 
drawings, many of which unite pro- 
fessional execution with good taste. 
Among numerous attractive posters 
in color, that of “Engineer’s Day,’ 
by Henry C. Helier, is very effective 
by reason of striking composition 
and inventive fancy. Pleasing poster 
designs are also shown by Elie 
Schneider, Olivia Bracht and a num- 
ber of others.

OMANCE ts banished from the Southern 
hill country; the Trail of the Lonesome 
Pine has become a sort of Whisky Chute; 
the Shepherd of the Hills now carries 
a dollar watch and has taken to wear- 
ing socks. This is the latest, and per- 
haps the most damning, indictment 
iwainst prohibition. 

Once the hardy mountaineer distilled that amiable 
beverage known as ‘“‘white lightnin’'”™ only for con- 
sumption by his immediate family and clansmen. He 
ordered the process carefully, emploving all the mys- 
terious lore handed from one generation to another on 
the subject. To him it was an art, and he put his 
heart into his work. 

Anon, when the business. irked him, he varied 
it pieasantly bv tating down his old emooth- 
bore and potting an obnoxious neighbor at 300 vards. 
in this case, too, the enterprise was Wholly one of 
sentiment. The neighbor's grandfather mayhap had 
accused our hero’s grandfather of stealing a piz, but 
the material phase of the thing -had lone since waned 
the reasons for which the second and third genera- 
tions made practice against each other were largely 
traditional. not unaccompanied by a certain pride of 
marsmanship: hence they might be said to partake of 
the artistic temperament. 

This was the country and people made famous—-and 
protitable--bvy the glamorous pen of John Fox “Jr. 
Here dwelt pure Angto-Saxons. In the hills of North 
Carolina, Kentucky, Virginia and East Tennessee, this 
picturesque race lived an existence apart, making their 
own laws, brewing their own liqtior, speaking their 
own language and furnishing subject matter for some 
if the finest fiction of Indiana and New York. 

Theirs, as the professors would say, was a primi- 
tive existence. Free and untamed, they clung to their 
native fasinesses, venturing Into the settlements only 
to obtain calico and sait pork, or, peradventure. to 
shoot a Circuit Judge whoa was 
telt to have ruled erroneously on 


a demurrer involving a second o 
third cousin. None of the com 
plexities of modern civilization 
were present to trouble and ha- 
rass their simple minds. They 
had neither patent collar buttons, 
part lines, bathtubs nor a 7-cent 
fare lf a neighbor's wife re- 
marked unpleasantly upon their 
‘conduct or prosperity, they did 
not retort by pointing out that 
she was wearing last year’s win- 
ter coat: they promptiyvy drove 
her husband's suspender buckle 
throngh his esophagus and called 
it a day 

All this has changed. Prohi- 
bition came, and with it the de- 
moralizing opvortunitv to ma’e 
money. Thus Rome fell, and be- 
fore her, Carthage What with 
Newberryism and 5-cent prices 
at the movies, our own Constitt- 
tion is shaky.

1e inhabitants of the country to which it was in- 
igenous, only a man with a copper gullet and a sil- 
‘r-plated palate had the nerve to challenge this herpic 
ssence a second time. 

They tell of a wayfaring stranger who, overtaken 
»y night on the hill paths, made his way to the rude 
wo-room cabin occupied by a mountain couple and 
their 23 children. After asguring themselves that the 
stranger's ‘purposes were blameless, and listening to 
his innocent babble on the merits of a proposition 
whereby one could receive two cans of baking powder 
and a copy of “Pilgrim’s Progress” with a year’s sub- 
scription to The Housewife’s Companion. they invited 
him to share their humble bed and board. 

At the close of the evening meal he was tendered 
a larce gourd containing an oily white liauid drawn 
from a kee which the host referred to as “the bar'l.” 
The itinerant took one swig and dashed from tne 
house. The prime article in the mountaineer’s code is 
not to ask impertinent questions, but rather to mind 
his own business. But, at the end of a half-houvr. when 
the guest failed to return, his hosts deemed it fit to 
mate inquiry. 

He was found at the horse trough, in the act of suc- 
cessively plunging his head in the water. Replying 
to discreet questions, he said, apologetically: “I’ve got 
a cold you see, and every time I cough my breath 
sets my whiskers on fire.” 

Rut so much for that. As heretofore remarked. pro- 
hibition came-—at least, the legislation came. Also 
came the bootlegger, his unctuous tongue filled with 
soft and caressing phrases. He told of huge profits to 
be derived from a population so thirsty that it would 
gamble with its very life on such experiments as hair 
tonic, near beer flavored with carbolic acid, synthetic 
homicide and Jamaica ginger. For the comparatively 
mild and seothing product of the mountain moonshiner 
this clientele would cheerfully surrender its house and 
lot, he said 

Ovr simple, wholesome pioneer was not proof, of 
course, against such satanic allurements as _. Doiied 
shirts, cuckoo cloc’s, celluloid collars and rhinestone 
scarfpins. He succumbed to the beguiling words of 
the tempter, and then and there was his ruin an ac- 
complished fact. 

First, his product began to deteriorate. From care- 
fully tending it dav and night. and so bringing it to 
a calculated and successful culmination, he fell into the 
sophisticated evil of striving for volume production 
and speed of output. When the process lingered in a 
way that was not consonant with his haste, he speeded 
if up with such piquant ingredients as concen- 
trated lve.

Many a solid citizen and bulwark of the Government, 
buying a qvart on the assurance that it came from 
the best mountain still in the commonwealth of Ken- 
tucxy, barely had time, after taking one drink, to mail 
a check covering his delinquent life insurance premi- 
ums, and compose his soul for eternity. Only a few 
days ago dispatches told the untimely and very painful 
death of a well-known farmer, who expired soon after 
meeting a man in Lexington, leaving a widow, two chil- 
dren and an enviable record of pious work. They found 
the bottle by -his side. 


The simple folk of the hills began to ride in Ford 
touring cars, and ancient groves once familiar only 
with such noises as the bluejay'’s song or the crack of 
the feudist’s rifle, were outraged by sundry popping, 
and the motorist himself, his ears assailed by a sharp 
report, Was momentarily uncertain whether to leap 
for cover or undo the spare tire. 


Werse vet, he began io shoot for purely mercenary 
reasons. Whereas, before, he had committed homicide 
only. from lofty impulses of sentiment or art, his 
weapons were now employed in fatal enterprises having 
rise in the most sordid an@ depressing causes. He shot 
the perfidious bootlegger who “held out” on a part of 
the price; he made use of his aim to remove deacons 
suspected of corresponding with the enforcement 
agent's office. Altogether, it was a melancholy busi- 
ness. Where romance and high adventure had held 
sway, the atmosphere was corrupted by aims as gross 
as those to be found on any stock exchange. 

There was, of course, the old case of the “revenoor.” 
Kut the latter, and the mountaineer’s attitude toward 
him. must not be confounded with the present conflict 
between illicit distillers and en- 
forcement agents. The duty of the 
revenue agent of old was to arrest 
the distiller who failed to pay ei- 
cise taxes. It was a point of hon- 
or with the moonshiner not to pay 
this tax. He held it to be an im- 
pertinent invasion of his rights, 
On the other hand, the revenue 
agent, usually a man trained is 
mountain lore, conceived himeelf 
as a crusader invested with all the 
majesty of the Government, and 
.intrusted with the high task of 
giving it expression. Thus, his 
feud with the moonshiner had im 
it qualities of the purest adventure, 
actuated en both sides by noble 
motives. 

But now? What we have is & 
conflict between a class of men 
engaged in a highly profitable but 
illegal trade; to wit, the manufac- 
ture of a poisonous commodity 
forbidden by statute, and, on the 
other, a whole horde of vice ¢ru- 
saders, reinforced, to be sure, with 
a thin sprinkling of the old; gal 
lant, courageous “revenoors,” 
all intent upon holding thelr joke

“TER about five and a half centuries, 
British women have won their 
Way back into the House of 
Lords. Those who aré peeresses 
in their own right are entitled 
now to sit and vote with the 
peers of the realm under a status 
of absolute equality. This has been brought 
about through the efforts of Lady Rhondda, 
who, by establishing her claim to a seat in the 
House of Lords, has thrown open the door to 
more than a score of other peeresses 

The British press and public have accepted 
the new order, which, in fact, is but a re- 
birth of the old order, without evincing either 
surprise or disapproval. “The House of La- 
dies,” one of the London newspapers captions 
its editorial comment on Lady Rhondda’'s vic- 
tory, but that paper agrees that “it is only 
right and fair’ that women who are peers of 
the peers should be voting members of the 
House of Lords if thev so desire 

The London press prints a list of 23 peer- 
esses eligible to sit and vote wiih their male 
peers in the upper chamber of the British Par- 
liament. “Peeresses in their own right” 
means women who have succeeded to the titles 
and estates of peerazges where the male lines 
have run out for the time being In some 
‘ases the titles have been bestowed by special 
act of Parliament Viscountess Rhondda (the 
double “d’’ pronounced as ‘th’ in thong) suc- 
ceeded “by special remmainder”™ to the title upon 
the death of her father, David Alfred Thomas, 
who, in 1918, was created Viscount Rhondda of 
Llanwern in recognition of his work as food 
ontroller in war time, and who died two 
weeks after he became a peer. She is the 
wife of Sir Humphrey Mackworth and is 2Y 
vears old. She is a business woman of super- 
abundent energy and vast wealth, being known 
as “coal queen of Wales.” 

In 1919, not many months after Lady 
Rhondda came into her title. Lady Astor, who 
in early life was Miss Nancy Langhorne of 
Virzinia, was elected to the Hause of Com- 
mons. She was the first woman to sit in the 
lower chamber of the British Parliament. 
Several women have been candidates since the 
American-born wife of Viscount Waldorf 
Astor set the example The spectacle yf 
women sitting in the Commons appears to 
have made some of the peeresses envious. Why 
should the commoner of the sex have privi- 
lezes denied to the peereas” Born and reared 
a commoner, Lady Rhondda was not super- 
cilious. but nevertheless she was not to be 
denied what she felt to be hers by right. Just 
as soon as she acquired her new dignities she 
hegan to hanker for a seat in the House of 
Lords. Being of an tnquiring turn of mind, 
she had delved deeply into English history 
and had made a discovery which thrilled her 
with enthusiasm 

“l am a peeress in my own right. said she 
‘Tp to the times of the early Plantagenet 
monarchs peeresses oa 


of Lords. in view of the historical fact that 
six or seven hundred vears ago, and earlier, 
under the Norman Kings and the early Plan- 
tagenets, peeresses enjoyed that privilege 

To be sure. the ladies of those old times 
left legislation mostly to tne Lords, not be- 
ing of the militant suffragette type. They 
adopted the practice of sending male proxies 
to sit and vote instead of going themselves. 
In time the proxy practice Was given up, and 
the peeresses surrendered, voluntarily, their 
membership in the body of peers. They were 
not excluded by law. They just simply didn't 
fancy the business of being lawmakers, not 
even by proxy, so thev elected to remain at 
home, thus seating the men firmly in the 
saddle of authority and making old England 
the man's world which it remained until equal 
suffrage came about in the midst of the re- 
rent world upheaval 

Historians fix the date of the dying out of 
the custom of ladies sitting and voting with 
lords at about the end of the reign of 
Edward III, in 1377 The male proxies con- 
tinued to represent the peeresses for some 
ime afterward, but gradually that practice 
was dis“ontinued. Usually the sebstitute was 
a commoner married to a peeress. There is in 
the official] records a clear acknowledgment 
if the legality of such substitution. Elizabeth, 
taroness Telboys of Kime in her own right, 
married one Edward Wimbish and sent him to 
the House of Lords to occuny her.seat. When 
the Baroness died without issue, Wimbish was 
denfed further permission to sit and vote in 
the upper chamber 

Lady Rhondda, who in America would be 
ealled a live wire. was not to be deprived of 
her right to sit in the House of Lords mere- 
lv because of a tradition to the effect that 
ledies were better off at home. Being on the 
boards of 30 or more important corporations 
and the virtual head of two large coal] compa- 
nies in Wales, she knows how to get things 
done Nevertheless, she found herself up 
agamet the barrier of British tradition and 
had a hard fight on her hands, but what of 
that” In the Pankhurst davs she had been 
rent to jail for a militant offense against the 

ignitvy of man-ruled Pritain She was one 
of the original hunger strikers and was re- 
leased before the expiration of her term De- 
termination was written ail over her career, 
and she set forth to enter the House of Lords 
when she discovered her constructive elizgibil- 
ity. 

Nearly two years azo Lady Rhondda peti- 
tioned King George to issue a writ summoning 
her 26 a peeress in her own right to serve in 
Parliament as a member of the House of 
Lords. The King was worried. That was 
something new. George V knew a whole lot 
about the King business, but the matter of a 
petition from such a source was a surprise. He 
had the law looked up and found that. while 
he had the right to refuse to issue such a sum-

coors of ‘men higher up.” Mediavilla, young, hand- 
some and ambitious president of the Mediavilla Fishing 
Co.., trust ‘uilder and business expansionist, was shot 
five times in the back and killed at the entrance to his 
office on the Havana waterfront early in the morning 
of Sunday, Oct. 26, 1919. 

The murder was followed by a spectacular chase in 
automobiles through the principal streets of Havana. 
M<«diavilla’s chauffeur and a Cuban_.soldier witnessed 
the shooting. They pursued the slayer, who fired back 
at them and then dropped his empty pistol in the street. 
lie hired an automobile and was chased by the chauf- 
feur and the soldier in Mediavilla’s automobile until 
he reached a dock, where he jumpel into a launch 
which took him out to the fishing schooner, Manuel 
Sixto, anchored in the bay, being put in readiness to 
sail. 

Policemen who had been apprised of the murder 
arrested the slayer on board the Manuel Sixto. He 
was Felipe Ruiz Carba, a mulatto. In the Criminal 
Court he was found guilty and condemned to death, 
but the Supreme Court commuted the penalty to a life 
sentence, Which he is now serving in the National Pen- 
itentlary. 

So far as official processes went at that time the 
case Was closed. There was only passing comment 
on the fact that the Manuel Sixto, to which the slayer 
fled, was owned by Victoriano Bengochea. principal 
competitor of Mediavilla in the fishing business. which 
is one of the most important industries of the Cuban 
capital. 

Those who sought to explain Carba’s movements 
after the murder accepted it as a fact that he put out 
lor the Manuel Sixto because he saw it was about to 
sail and he knew there would be a chance to minele 
with the crew and escape detection. 

That was what they said. bug they did not then know 
of the mysterious note that was torn into 36 pieces: 

The assassination of Mediavilla brought the spot- 
lights of publicity to bear on his career and disclosed 
in bold relief his character as a determined and some- 
what ruthless captain of finance. Early in his career 
he had been cashier of El Mundo, one of the leading 
Havana newspapers, and later one of the administrative 
Officers of that paper. He 
invested his savings in the 
Nishing industry and in a 
few vears he was the head 
of a powerful company 
which owned a large fleet of 
schooners. In time he be- 
came the dominating factor 
of the fishing business 
around the Cuban coast. 
Then he tried his master 
Stroke—a fateful stroke for 
him, in the belief of those 
who know about the two 
pistols, one of which should 
have been a Colt. but wasn’t. 

The master stroke con- 
ceived by Mediavilla was 
the trust consolidation of all 
the leading fishing compa- 
nies. He believed the deal 
could be swung with an ini- 


Some of the fleet owners who had been asked to go 
into the trust took the opportunity to put an excessive 
valuation on their ships. The resourceful Mediavilla 
used Wall street tactics in fighting back. On the Ha- 
vana Stock Exchange he hammered the stocks and 
bonds of the obstructing companies to force down their 
valuations. He also used his political influence to cur- 
tail the port privileges which up to that time had been 
enjoved by his competitors. 

There came a day when Victoriano Bengochea, ntil 
thén the “Fish King” of Havana, found that his 
port rights had been revoked and that there was no 
place in the Havana harbor where he might anchor 
his schooners to unload his catch of fish. Simul- 
taneously there came overtures from Mediavilla which 
practically gave Bengochea his choice of entering the 
trust or going out of business. This led to bitter quar- 
rels. recriminations and exchanges of threats, but in 
the end Bengochea yielded, seemingly with good grace, 
and signed the contracts which linked his business 
with Mediavillas merger. 

Those who observed this action believed that amica- 
ble relations had been restored. The shadows of 
“Crooted Pack’ and “Sweet Potato” had not yet been 
thrown into the foreground. 

While Justice was taking her siesta the press was 
busy. Sixto Luis Lopez Miranda, city editor of La 
[;iscusion, a Havana newspaper, had been a personal 
friend of Mediavilla. He voluntarily set himgelf the 
tas of investigating all of the circumstances sur- 
-ounding the murder. 

Miranda lived in St. Louis a year during the Lou- 
isiana Purchase Exposition period and for a time after 
the close of the Exposition in 1904. He came here 
with h‘s father, who was appointed by the Cuban Gov- 
ernment as its Commissioner to the Exposition. 

This enterprising newspaper man was one of those 
who had never been satisfied that the burden of guilt 
rested alone on the ignorant mulatto, Carba, who, had 
steadfastly refused to make a statement as to his mo- 
tive for killing Mediavilla. 

The investigation, though slow in showing results, 
became more fascinating as it proceeded and finally 
it developed into a continuous campaign, in which 
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their promise to obtain a pardon for me 
from the President.” ' 

After being intercepted the letter was resealed and 
delivered and a close watch was kept on the man who 
received it. 

Within a short time after the receivt of the letter this 
man made several visits to Manuel Gonzalez, known 
among fishermen as “Crooked Pack,” and Julian Lan- 
taron, Known as “Sweet Potato,” both Spantards and 
both proprietors of fish stands in the Havana public 
market. It was learned that in conjunction with 
others in the same business these two. men had founded 
an association known as “The Apaches,” the purpose 
being to liberate themseives from Mediavilla’s trust 
and sell their fish to the public at the lowest possible 
price, so as to offer effective competition to Mediavil- 
la‘'s salesmen. It was learned that this had been too 
big a project for “The Apaches” alone to sWing and 
that they had joined forces with Bengochea, just prior 
to the time when in apparent retaliation by Media- 
villa the right to anchor his fleet in Havana harbor was 
denied to Bengochea. 

Then entered the watchman with a memory. This 
watchman was employed at night in a building ad- 
joining the home of Gonzalez. He told investigators 
that almost nightly for several weeks in October, 1919, 
a short time before the murder, several furtive and 
mys‘erious men held meetings in “Crooked Back’s” 
house. Several photographs were-shown to him and he 
picked out those of “Crooked Back,” “Sweet Potato” 
and Bengochea as pictures of three men who attended 
the meetings. 

This did not make it clear that the meetings were 
for a more sinister purpose than the forming of 8 
self-defensive trade combination, and again the in- 
vestigation lagged until a communicative sister-in-law 
came upon the scene. 

This was a sister-in-law of Gonzalez. Her story 
was that, listening in an adjoining room one night, 
she overheard what was said at one of the meetings. 

It was agreed, she said, that Bengochea would furnish 
$10,000 to be paid the assassin, while Gonzalez would 
supply the pistol and “Sweet Potato” would find a man 
to do the shooting. Among those mentioned as avail 
able, she said, was Carba, who had worked for “Sweet 
Potato,” and who had fust 
shown his s‘ill as a marks- 
man by putting two bullets 
into a man with whom he had 
fought. Carba was in the 
Havana Jail awaiting trial for 
this shooting, but he was re 
leased on bond a few days be- 
fore the killing of Media- 
villa. Investigation 
that “Sweet Potato” was in- 
strumental!l in obtaining sure- 
ties to go on Carba's bond.

life. His “Personal Memoirs” confined almost exclu- 
sively to accounts of campaigns and battles, has only

“Il was now to commence. at the age of 32, a new 
strugzie for our support My wife had a farm near 
St. Lovis, to which we went, but I had no means to 
stock it. A honse had to be bvilt. also. I worked verv 
hard. never losing a dav because of bad weather. and 
accomp'ished the object in a moderate way. 

“If nothing else could be done I would load a cord 
of wood on a Wagon and tae it to the citv for sale 
I managed to Feen along very well until 1858, when I 
Was attac ed by fever and azgve. I had suffered very 
severely and for a long time from this disease while a 
hov in Ohio. It lasted now over a vear. and while it 
did not keep me in the house, it did interfere greatly 
with the amornt of work I was able to perform In 
the fall of 1858 1 sold out my stock, crops and farming 
wensile at auction, and gave up farming.” 

Col. Dent gave his daughter &) acres of the White

It was exhibited at the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition, and now stands near the main 
mtrance of August A. Busch’s country place, called 
Grant's farm, about one and one-half miles northwest 
of ite first site It has two stories and a hall runs 
through the center, dividing the lower floor and mak- 
ing a double house. The upper floor is of sufficient 
height to permit front wimdows as well as windows at 
the ends. A large fireplace helped to make the interior 
cheerful. 

Grant bestowed the h'morous name of

Col Dent continued to inveigh against 
his ‘Federal son-in-law,’ but at heart he was proud 
of Grant from his,earliest successes.”

Ill., and went to work in a leather store 
which his father had established there. although the 
old gentleman himself then lived at Covington, Ky. 

So ended Grant's six-year residence at St. Louis, a 
time of bard work and of worry about the future. 
Many years afterwards, when Grant had become one of 
the great men of the world, he walked over the farm 
and remarked: 

“I moistened the ground around these stumps with 
many ea drop of sweat, but they were happy Gays, 
after all.” , 

When Gen. Frederick Dent Grant visited the Lou- 
isiana Purchase Exposition grounds for the dedication, 
in 1903. he went through the old log house with strong 
emotion. and recalled the long winter evenings when 
bis father and mother sat with the children in a semi- 
circle in front of the blazing fireplace, and Capt. Grant 
told them stories about the campaign in Mexico, and 
his experiences on the Pacific coast. The children had 
happy recollections of the time which has sometimes 
been painted so dismally 

Grant’s alleged fondness for liquor. stories of which 
began circulating early in the war, usually were based

He was, however, more susceptible to liquors eifects 
than the average man. 

The rest of Grant's career is familiar to. everyone 
On the evening of the day that Lincoln made his first 
call for troops, a public meeting was beld at Galena, 
at which Capt. Grant presided) He never went to the 
leather store again on any sort of business. After help- 
ing to organize and muster in several regiments of 
volunteers. he was made Colonel of the Twenty-first 
Illinois Infantrv. Jume 17, 1861, then commanded in 
operations in Missouri, and on Aug. 7, 1861, was made 
Prigadier-Genera! of volunteers 

Following the capture of Fort Henry and the sur- 
render of Fort Donelson be was commissioned a Major- 
General of volunteers (Feb. 16, 1862), and after the 
eurrender of Vicksburg, July 4, 1863, was appointed 
a Major-General in the reguiar army. On March 
1864, he received his commission as Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral of the army, the grade having been revived for 
that purpose. Then came Lee’s surrender at Appo- 
mattox on Apri) 3, 1865, and the virtual end of the war 
In 1866 Grant was made Generai of the Armies ef the 
United States. and in the following year served as Sec- 
retary of War ad interim 

In 1868 and 1872 he was elected President, and died 
on July 23, 1885, at Mount MacGregor, N. Y., from 
cancer of the throat. In 1897 his remains were placed 
in a splendid tomb on Riverside Drive, New York Cit) 
The centennial observance at the tomb on April 277 
will include the planting of two trees from the o}d farm 
in St. Louis County where Grant once plowed, planted
